EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
PICNIC ON MONDAY

CHICAGO, 
Aug. 
25.—One of the 
most severe aircraft tests in the his­ 
tory of aviation was completed today 
when mail planes dropped out of the 
sky at New York and San Francisco 
and disgorged their burdens of let­ 
ters. 
Since last Tuesday the airplanes 
have roared 
across 
the 
continent, 
spanning the country eight times In 
less than fivo days, four times from 
east to west and four times from 
west to east, in testing the feasibility 
of carrying mail between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific by continuous air 
route. 
During the time of the transconti­ 
nental flights 
eastward 
and west­ 
ward, the planes operated on a defi­ 
nite schedule of a little over 24 hours 
without an accident and in relaying 
the mail from coast to coast flew at 
night over a lighted airway from 
Chicago to Cheyenne. 
Postal offi­ 
cials declared even before the tests 
were completed that the practicabili­ 
ty of the project had been proved and 
announced 
that 
a conference 
will 
soon be held to determine the future 
of transcontinental airplane mail ser­ 
vice.

miles in the first east bound flight, 
the plane having been held up at 
Laramie beyond its scheduled time 
for departure and its successor leav­ 
ing Cheyenne before the relay mail 
was completed.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 26—One man 
was killed, another was probably 
fatally wounded and an unknown 
number of others were injured at 
midnight tonight when citizens of 
Carnegie, a suburb, and robed mem­ 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan clashed 
at the Glendale Bridge over chargers 
creek. 
Quiet had not been restored 
two hours later, but all available 
deputy sheriffs, policemen and al­ 
legheny County dectives were pat­ 
rolling 
the streets. 
Amotorcycler 
squad had been stationed at the edge 
of the borough to prevent any further 
attem pt by the klamsmen to enter the 
town and officers expressed the be­ 
lief that they would have the situ­ 
ation in hand. 
The man killed, who was wearing 
a white robe, has not been identified 
and at the morgue It w’as stated that 
there was nothing on his body to 
indicate the identv. 
It was said, 
however, he was covered with ta­ 
ttoo marks. 
The most seriously 
injured 
w’as 
Steve Zarzolbeck, who his friends 
say, was discharged a few months 
ago from the regular army after six 
years* service. 
Ile was a member 
of the party opposing the parade 
and was shot through the abdomen. 
William Williams, another ex- sold- 
force, w’as picked up and hurled in­ 
to Chrtiers Creeck. 
The robed klansmen died In the 
office of Dr. B. J. Jones, as he was 
placing him upon the operating table 
to probe for the bullet through his 
head.

EXPECT REDUCTION 
IN W HEAT ACREAGE 


By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo., Aug. 25. 
—A reduction of 25 per cent in the 
wheat acreage of Missouri next fall 
is forecast by the Federal-State Crop 
Reporting Service, today upon the 
completion of a canvass of 2400 farm­ 
ers representing every county in the 
state. 
According to the report which was 
compiled by 
Jewell 
Mayes of 
the 
State Board of Agriculture and E. A. 
Logan of the federal government, the 
wheat seeded next fall will approxi­ 
mate 2.349,000 acres as compared to 
3,132,000 acres planted in 1922. 
if 
the expressed intentions of the farm ­ 
ers are carried out, the report says, 
the wheat acreage of Missouri will 


fall below the average of the three 
years between 1909 and 
1913, 
the 
acreage at that time being 2,412,000. 
The reason assigned by the farm­ 
ers for the anticipated reduction is 
the 
unremunerative price of the 
grain, the difficulty in successfully 
fighting the Hessian 
Fly and 
the 
Chinch Bug and the low yields 
in 
some localities. The farmers also ex­ 
pressed the desire, the reporting ser­ 
vice declared, to put in more hay and 
corn and to return a 
great 
many 
acres to pasturage which was plowed 
up for the planting of grain during 
the war. 
The indicated reduction of winter 
wheat throughout the United States 
is 15.5 per cent, the report said, or 
39,200,000 acres will be sown this fall 
against 46,379,000 
last 
year, 
upon 
which the abandonment was 
heavy 


as only 39,750,000 acres were harvest­ 


ed. 
The report points out that while 
the prevailing price of wheat in Mis­ 
souri is less than that paid for corn, 
there has been no reduction in the 
price of bread. 
Bread, the 
report 
said, is now IOO per cent above the 
average of 1909 to 1913 in Missouri 
towns.

states, 
Michigan will seed 96 per cent of 
last year’s acreage, Indiana 83, Illin­ 
ois 80, 
Nebraska 
75, 
Kansas 
80, 
I Texas 82, Oklahoma 75, Colorado 90,

i Sylvania 98, the report declared.

TRIP BY AIR OVER

Mrs. May Stafford Hilburn 
: Describes Vividly First 
Ride In Plane. 


' Mfs May Stafford Hilburn of Webb 
City, a feature writer, and secretary 
ct the Osage Press Association is 
in Sedalia this week assisting the 
State Fair Publicity Bureau. Thurs­ 
day morning Mrs. Hilburn made an 
airplane flight with Mojor Robert­ 
son, and the following is her own 
account of the sensations experienc- 


ed:

(By May Stafford Hilburn.) 
My first impression of an airplane 
was a mass of tangled wires, out of 
which crawled the broken form of 
a jjilo t whose machine had fallen in 
a pasture near my home, several 
years ago, -while making a cross 
country flight. 
The 
sight 
filled 
my heart with fear. 
Thursday I flew over Sedalia, I 
sat in the quivering, boat-like com­ 
partm ent of an airplane driven by 
Major William Robertson, commen­ 
der of the St. Louis One Hundred 
and 
Tenth 
Observation Squadron, 
and felt the sensation of being lift 
cd up and up, until the green fields 
looked like strips of soft velvest, 
and roads, reaching out 
into 
the 
country, resembled slender lines of 
black ribbon that turned and twist­ 
ed along. 
The wind stung my face. 
The 
roar of the motor filled my ears. 
The pulsing engine throbbed and 
sung, and I sat there gazing miles 
and miles to the west and south, 
and feeling for once that I was free 
and without care. 
It was glorious. 
With a bound we had left the field 
a moment before. 
Gazing down, 
when we started, 
I watched 
the 
earth drop rapidly away, and saw

We twisted, slid 
Sideways, tipped 
slightly,

THE BACKBONE OF AMERICA. 


There is a home on the Oregon coast, 
facing the Pacific 
ocean. It is a small 
frame dwelling, 
plain and unpretentious. 
Back of it stretches virgin forest— 
And in the front yard is a tall flag pole— 
And on that flag pole the Stars and 
Stripes; the American Flag— 
Proclaiming to the world that here is a 
home in which there is love of country; 
patriotism; reverence for our institutions 
and love for our national ideals. 
Back in the foothills 
of the Cascades 
there is a log house of a settler who, with 
his wife and their children, is hewing out of 
the forest a home. 
And this humble homesteader has set up 
the cabin in the clearing a flag pole from 
which floats the flag of the nation at all 
times. 
President Coolidge, when he was offic­ 
ially notified, at Northampton, Mass* of his 
nomination as the candidate of his party 
for the office of vice president, used the fol­ 
lowing words in closing his speech of ac­ 
ceptance, July 27, 1920: 
“We have been taking counsel together 
concerning the welfare of America. 
We 
have spent much time discussing the affairs 
of government yet most of the great con­ 
course of people around me hold no public 
office, expect to hold 
no 
public office. 
Still in solemn truth they are the govern­ 
ment, they are America. 
We shall search 
in vain in legislative halls, executive man­ 
sions, and the chambers of the judiciary 
for the greatness of the government of our 
country. 
We shall behold there but a re­ 
flection, not a reality; successful in propor­ 
tion to its accuracy. 
In a free republic a 
great government is the product of a great 
people. 
They will 
look 
to 
themselves 
rather than the government for success. 
The destiny, the greatness of America lies 
around the hearthstone. If thrift and in­ 
dustry are taught there, and the example of 
self-sacrifice 
appears, 
if 
honor 
abide 
there, and high ideals, if there the building 
of fortune be subordinate to the building 
of character, America will live in security, 
rejoicing in an abundant prosperity and 
good government at home, and in peace, 
confidence and respect abroad. 
If these 
virtues be absent there is no power that can 
supply these blessings. 
Look well then to 
the hearthstone, therein all hope for Amer­ 
ica lies.” 
Mr, Coolidge was visualizing the kind of 
homes represented by the two mentioned 
above, where the Stars and Stripes floated 
at half mast; humble homes, but filled with 
simple faith and love and respect and honor 
t 
homes representing the common people 
of this great country; the people who are 
the government, 
So long as our government rests there, 
no power can shake it.

THE MAN AT THE HELM. 


Here is the comment of Senator William! 
E. Roach upon the change of pilots in the 
American Ship of State: 
“Fate and circumstances have made 
Calvin 
Coolidge 
president. 
If 
he 
makes good he will certainly be re­ 
nominated. 
What the people want is 
results. If Coolidge gives results, that 
is all there is to it. 
I think he is an 
able man. The voters do not care two 
cents for parties or individuals. They 
want results. 
Give the man at the 
helm a chance.” 
“Give the man at the helm a chance” is 
the keynote of this admirable and patri­ 
otic utterance. But perhaps an even more 
interesting sentence in it is “The voters do 
not care two cents for parties or individu­ 
als.” 
For some years 
now 
the question of 
what the voters care for parties has been of 
much less practical importance than the 
question of what the leaders, the men in 
high office, care for parties. 
One great 
trouble has been that the men in office, the 
men directing our affairs and fixing our 
policies, cared so much for parties that 
they failed to do the wise 
and 
needed 
things because party considerations stood 
in the way. 
Some three years ago the party now in 
power committed itself to a certain course 
which was a colossal and disastrous mis­ 
take. Because it had thus committed itself 
it stuck to that course even when the folly 
of it was growing plainer every day. 
To 
strike out a new course would be a confes­ 
sion of the party’s calamitous error, and 
courage to make that confession was lack­ 
ing. 
It is probably too late to change the 
course now But if it is not too late, if the 
situation may still be saved, the man now 
at the helm has a fine chance to show his 
mettle. 
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WAITING FOR GERMANY TO PAY. 


From the St. Louis Star. 
Premier Baldwin’s note to France was 
soft in words but hard in import. Its heavi­ 
est assault was so buried that the news sum­ 
maries missed it, and it was only discern­ 
ible from the full text. 
Premier Poincare’s note to Great Britain 
is hard in words and seemingly hard in im­ 
port. Yet there bs a suggestion that France 
is not so irreconcilable as appears to be the 
case. 
The note plainly hints that if Great 
Britain and the United States will get to­ 
gether with 
France 
on 
debt 
revision, 
France will make important recessions 
from her stand toward Germany. 
As an 
incentive to such action, Poincare bluntly 
says France will pay nothing to America 
until Germany 
has 
paid 26,000,000,000 
gold marks to France. That is the same as 
a repudiation of the debt to America, un­ 
less this country does something to straigh­ 
ten out the tangle. 
Aside from this feature, however, the 
note is nothing but an instrument of delay, 
the purpose being to give Germany more 
time in which to go to pieces. 
French imperialist purpose, 
considered 
without regard to debt concessions from 
America and England, is (I) to protect the 
Rhineland “separatists” while they set up 
an independent German republic west of 
the Rhine, and (2) to let the rest of Ger­ 
many disintegrate so that, when commun­ 
ism comes or threatens to come, Bavaria 
will secede and establish an independent 
monarchy. 
This plan seems likely to succeed, bring­ 
ing temporary safety for France, unless 
Great Britain and the United States insist 
so strongly on fair treatment for Germany 
that France will have to let go. 
As Great Britain dares not press France 
too strongly, for fear of an air attack, the 
issue seems to be transplanted to the United 
States. 
There is no salvation in sight, unless it 
comes from Washington, and the last word 
from President Coolidge is that nothing has 
occurred to make it advisable for the 
United States to do anything about the af­ 
fairs of Europe.
